Impertaal T* Tax Dellaqaeate 
Collector of Taxes Frank Foster 
bean notified by tbe State Board of 
Taxation, that all properties upoo 
which tbs taxes for year 1903 remain 
■•paid on July laCT will be sold aeecrd- 
lng to the new tax law passed by the 
Legislature of last winter. Tbe law It¬ 
self had set tbs date for this sale on 
September 1st, and the collector made 
Me arra ng ement with that end te view. 
Rat tbe town attorney baa advised him 
that aa amendment eubeeqaenUy pass¬ 
ed changes the date for advertising 
(Tom September 1st to July 1st. Tbe 
collector Is powerless In tbe matter and 
must perform bis duty. The law la 
absolute. It gives him no dlscre-lonary 
power whatever and be will be compell¬ 
ed on July 1st to advertise for sale all 
real estate In tbs Town of Bloomfield 
upon which tbe taxes for the year 1903 
have not been paid before that date.

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“Open Whop" Adopted 

Tbs labor troubles between the mem¬ 
ber* of the Master BuUdera' Aanoelatloo 
and tbe labor uelona took a saw turn on 
Tuesday, when tbe master* resolved to 
start work under tbe open nhop plan. 
Previous to aucb aotlon the Master 
Builders' Associativa adopted tbe fol¬ 
lowing resolution: 

"Resolved, That the time be* oome 
for tbe bosses of Moolclelr and vicinity 
to act Independent of tbe labor unlona. 
We, tbe master builders, declare our 
ebope Independent of all tabor unions, 
and tnat our abopa be opeo for all. union 
or non-union men, who apply for work, 
and our shop# to be known aa opes shops 
on and after Juoe 14,1904.” 

The trouble between the maeons' labor- 
ere and tbe boss masons In Orange Is 
further from adjustment than when in* 
men went out on strike for thlrty.two 
cent* per hour. Tbe master mason* 
having protested that the aotlon of tbe 
Master Batidere' Association In passing 
s motion that She laborers be paid 31 % 
cents per boar wee Illegal, tbe letter 
association agreed at a loofersoc* on 
Tuesday night. It waa said, that It bad 
no legal right to Interfere between the 
bosses sod tbs laborer*

Tb# next morning they 
were all called up to tbe deek aod 
asked for excuses, but as they all bad 
the earns kind of so ansWer they were 
1st go with a warning. In tbe winter 
thoee who brought their lunch went 
ekatlng oo thn canal or oo tha old brisk 
pits near tb* osmatery. In tha eummer 
we played boll, which could bn 
dons than without breaking any 
windows.
